The inclusion of fluorine is considered 
inherent since that claimed initial ingredients are used to make the tungsten 
carbide. 
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5. Claims 1 ,2,35, 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sumitomo Electric ( JP 06 1 73009). 

Sumitomo Electric discloses the claimed tungsten carbide coating separated by 
W layer and the method of making thereof. The inclusion of fluorine is considered 
inherent since that claimed initial ingredients are used to make the tungsten 
carbide. 

6. Claims 1,4-6, 12-14, 18-19, 27,28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tokunaga et al (4,980,201).

The inclusion of fluorine is considered 
inherent since that claimed initial ingredients are used to make the tungsten 
carbide.
